PEACE AT LAST. 

President Roosevelt Succeeds 
Persuading Belligerents to 
Compromise. 



The uniform success which hns 
followed the efforts of President 
Roosevelt in his endeavors to bring 
about peace between Russia and 
Japan whs crowned with still 
fcrther success, on Tuesday last, 
when the Commissioners annonnued 
that the final terms had been aareed 
upon, that an armistice would at 
once be proclaimed and that the 
protocol of peace would be drawn 
up by the secretaries of the Com- 
missioners. 

The announcement was received 
with every demonstration of joy in 
the crowded hotels at Portsmouth, 
and has caused a sigh of relief to 
go up from the breasts of all lovers 
of humanity, the world over. 

The cre< it of this splendid result 
will add a now le>f in the chaplet 
of honor that has crowned the head 
of onr able and upright President. 
The eyes of the world were upon 
every move that was made in the 
peace conference, and when 
looked like all effort had failed to 
produce the desired result, with a 
heart full of tender regard for the 
common people of both nations, 
our President made his last appeal 
to the magnanimity of the victori- 
ous Japanese, It met with even un- 
loosed for success.
